A few weeks ago there was much despair 
in the lives of a former Antioch man, now 
living in Paddock Lake, Jim Caldwell, 30, 
after a lung biopsy taken in January showed 
that he was suffering from a rare lung 
disease, sarcoidosis. 

The x-ray showed that his lungs were 
filling with a growing fungus that could even- 
tually cause suffocation. 

Last month Caldwell had ceased to be able 
to hold down his factory job and do anything 
strenuous, even to playing with his four 
children.

Uniform Hours Worthwhile Editor's View point 



Tavern closing hours was an issue in the 
Mundelein village election Tuesday, April 7, 
and it's surprising that this topic isn't raised 
more often for public debate considering the 
hodge podge of tavern closing hours in this 
locality. 

Arthur Glitz, a candidate for a Mundelein 
trusteeship and police chief for 11 years 
before his retirement, insisted that one late' 
closing of 5 a.m. "invites alt the drunks to 
come to Mundelein." Glitz supports the 
theory that lack of continuity in tavern 
closing hours creates a disproportionate 
amount of police problems for a municipality 
with late closing taverns. 

For precisely this reason, Trustee Walter 
Kubalanza of Fox Lake has been conducting 



a frontal attack on Fox Lake's liquor control 
ordinance which allows for later closing 
hours for some taverns. Kubalanza, who was 
not up for reelection this year, states flatly 
that Fox Lake has more police problems and 
therefore higher law enforcement costs 
because of the closing hour differential. 

The theory sounds plausible, although 
we're unaware of any scientific survey that 
has been taken to documentthe idea that late 
tavern closings translates into police 
problems. We do know, though, that there 
are almost as many different tavern closing 
schedules in the Lakeland area as there are 
municipalities. It makes sense that unifor- 
mity of closing hours would be to the benefit 
of all, even for the imbibers who enjoy being 
around for "final call."

Never Too Late 

Editor: 

This is in response to Managing Editor 
Charles Johnston's April 2 article "Realistic 
Options on Heartland Are Dwindling," on 
page 17. 

Charles Johnston, in essence, states that 
accepting Waste Management's application 
for the solid waste incinerator site located 
near Grayslake is the only realistic option we 
have, given the Lake County Board's original 
criteria for siting. He further states that af- 
ter Waste Management's 1983 problems that 
they have "since taken great pains to make 
sure that its proposals are environmentally 
sound." Johnston goes on to state that an 
alternative waste plan such as recycling 



"may be a good idea, but it is probably too 
late to offer as a method of defeating Waste 
Management's application." 

I strongly disagree with Mr. Johnston's 
above-mentioned assertions. 

First, we need to distinguish between land- 
fill disposal and solid waste incineration in 
terms of environmental impact. Our ex- 
perience in this nation with solid waste in- 
cineration is too new to "make sure" it is en- 
vironmentally sound. 

Furthermore, recent research has come to 
light in our own country that solid waste in- 
cineration (also known as "mass burn") can 
cause a great deal of harm to our own en- 
vironment. 

Dr. Barry Commoner of the Center for 
Biology of Natural Systems, New York, con- 
ducted experiments which documented that 
poisons such as dioxin and toxic ash arc 
emitted into the atmosphere and onto the 
ground regardless of how high the burning 
temperatures of solid waste incinerators are 
maintained. 

As far as "alternative waste plans 
probably being too late," it is never too late 
to turn down an application whose impact is 
clearly detrimental and harmful to the 
welfare and well-being of our communities 
and county-regardless of the county board's 
original criteria! 

If Waste Management is a leader in 
recycling technology and techniques as Mr. 
Johnston's editorial states, then let them 
submit a new application for a recycling 
plant operation on a site recommended by 
Lake County Solid Waste Planning Com- 
mittee. 

Meanwhile, why should we risk our safety 
and welfare to be guinea pigs in the interest 
of an "innovative" technology that has been 
demonstrated experimentally to have a 
potentially devastating impact on our com- 
munities?

Tiny Volo, a crossroads hamlet at the busy 
intersection of Rles. 12 and 120, is a good 
example of how business people working 
together can create a thriving retail and 
service center, not to mention a profitable 
community. 

Business owners have adopted Volo 
Village as a unifying theme around which 
they cooperate on promotion and exchange 
information. 

Established at the turn of the century as a 
gathering place for nearby farmers, mostly 
of German descent, the magnet was St.

Rivaling Munson for reputation is 
Old Volo, owned and operated by brothers 
Bill and Greg Crams, which is a 
conglomerate all by itself. Old Volo features 
a furniture store, antique museum, classic 
car center and a variety of other small 
businesses all decided to keep visitors en- 
tertained, fed and enticed for an afternoon. 
Bob Williams, who formerly operated a 
newspaper distributorship and alternative 
mail delivery service, opened a nursery 
center that has thrived. As Ready points out 
with a grin, the problem now is finding a 
location in Volo to establish a business.

want to stop the landfill, 
there are two things they 
must do. First, clear and 
compelling evidence must be 
presented that mass-burn in- 
cineration is a terribly 
flawed technology. This in- 
volves vmuch more than 
presenting a few opposing 
witnesses, whatever their 
qualifications. 

Second, a reasonable, 
alternative plan must be 
presented - and it better be 
able to be in place by 1991. 

1 am not happy with the 
way this plan was presented. 
It was dumped on the 
residents of Lake County 
with no time to review. It did 
not go through the siting 
process set up by the Solid 
Waste Joint Action Planning 
Agency. I believe that people 
are mature enough to deal 
with hard problems if they 
are leveled with from the 
start. That did not happen 
here. 

Be that as it may, the ap- 
plication is going to be 
judged on the criteria. I do 
think Waste Management 
will do a good job of running 
the landfill. For those who

think the Pollution Control 
Board will follow the local 
lead, I can only say that I 
have found several instances 
where a local no vote was 
overturned, but none over- 
turning a yes vote. If there is 
a better alternative, op- 
ponents had better come up 
with it now. Otherwise, the 
initial flush of victory if the 
county denies the ap- 
plication will be followed by 
a hard dose of reality when 
the Pollution Control Board 
approves it. 

Ironically, Waste 
Management may hold the 
key to an alternative 
technology. Its Empire 
Division in northern Califor- 
nia is a leader in recycling 
technology and has been suc- 
cessful in getting mass 
public participation. When 
government has tried 
recycling, it has been akin to 
preaching to the converted - 
environmetalists par- 
ticipate, but few others 
bother. Whatever the out- 
come of the landfill, I hope 
that the county docs enter in- 
to talks with Waste 
Management regarding 
recycling. 



State Rep. John S. 
Matijevich (D-North 
Chicago) has introduced 
legislation to require the 
Illinois Pollution Control, 
Board to establish ~ a 
regulatory program for toxic 
air pollutants from in- 
dustrial sources. He said the 
legislation is needed because 
chemical plants, petroleum 
refineries, a'nd other large 
industrial facilities are 
emitting thousands of 
pounds of toxic substances 
into the air each year. 

"Serious illnesses such as 
cancer, neurological 
diseases,'' kidney and liver 



damage,' and chronic lung 
diseases may be caused by 
long-term exposure to toxic 
airpollutants/'hesaid, 

Matijevich criticized the 
federal government's lack of 
regulation over toxic air 
pollutants from industrial 
facilities. He said that of the 
many toxic substances 
released into the air, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (USEPA) has set 
standards for only seven 
substances (benzene, vinyl 
chloride, mercury, 
beryllium, radionuclides. 



arsenic and asbestos). In the 
last several years, the 
USEPA has identified seven 
other substances that are 
known or probable car- 
cinogens. 

"Rather than establishing 
emission standards to 
control these substances, the 
USEPA announced it in- 
to further study 
Matijevich said, 
think that is proof 
that the federal 
government is doing a lousy 
job of controlling toxic 
emissions." .

A Question Of Ethics 

Waste Management employees and subsidiaries have been 
hit with many charges of unethical behavior. Among them 
are: 

New Jersey, May, 1980 - Waste Systems, Inc. of Lake City, 
a Georgia-based subsidiary of Waste Management, is in- 
dicted with three other waste companies for a price-fixing 
conspiracy. It was convicted in March, 1983. 

Fox Lake, April, 1986 - John Horak, manager of HOD, a 
Waste Management subsidiary, is convicted of bribing a for- 
1 mer mayor and village trustee in exchange for a garbage 
contract. He claimed, at the end of the trial, that James 
DeBoer, president of Waste Management, authorized the 
payments. No charges were filed against DeBoer. 

Chicago, February, 1987 - Raymond Akers Jr., a former 
Waste Management employee, is charged with giving a 
$10,000 bribe to Aid. Clifford Kelley in exchange for the alder- 
man's help in securing public business. He claims that James 
DeBoer, president of Waste Management, authorized the 
payment. Waste Management denies the charge and says 
that Akers was operating on his own. behalf. The charge is 
part of the ongoing "Operation Incubator" investigation. 

Oak Brook, March, 1987 - Wall Street Journal reports that 
four executives of Waste Management, including Dean Bun- 
trock, chairman, purchased 45,400 shares of ChemLawn 
Corp. over the last two years. ChemLawn was subject to a 
Waste Management takeover bid in February. The four 
stand to profit by about $1 million. 
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land- around the site at a 
premium price. 

Waste Management's 
proposal does meet the 
criteria, the Solid Waste Ad- 
visory Committee (now the 
Solid Waste Joint Action 
Planning Agency) set up. 
The agency endorsed the 
idea of mass-burn in- 
cineration as the most viable 
alternative. Both the agency 
and the Illinois En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency agreed that Lake 
County would have a 
problem with adequate land- 
fill space by 1991. Now', there 
is testimony before the 
hearing board that mass- 
burn incineration is a flawed 
technology. The agency has 
decided that there is no need 
for additional landfill space 
until 1996. 

When it reaches the 
Pollution Control Board, 
they are going to wonder if 
the criteria were changed 
because they should have 
been changed or if it was a 



matter of expediency 
because of the public outcry. 
I'm willing to bet that the 
Pollution Control Board will 
make its decision based on 
the criteria that were in 
existence before the con- 
troversy arose. 

So the stage is set. The 
Lake County Board can 
defuse much of the criticism 
by rejecting this application 
knowing , full well that 
Pollution Control Board ap- 
proval is near certain. 

In April, 1983, Waste 
Management was hit with a 
barrage of charges. (For 
details, see inset, "En- 
vironmental Questions"). 
Following that, the company ' 
created a new en- 
vironmental compliance 
department and hired more 
than a dozen former govern- 
ment employees to shore up 
relations with regulators. 
Jerry E. Dempsey, a former 
acting chief of the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency, took over the en- 



vironmental-management 
department. The company's 
environmental compliance 
officials were given 
authority to over-rule site 
managers and chemists. 

Since then, the company 
has had few new en- 
vironmental problems. It 
has taken great pains to 
cross the T's and dot the Vs 
in its operations. It has had a 
series of on-going problems 
with employees engaging in 
practices that are 
questionable at best. (For 
details, see inset "A' 
Question Of Ethics.") 

Whatever method is 
ultimately chosen to deal 
with the problem of 
disposing of solid municipal 
wastes will involve some 
risk and, thus, controversy. 
Every waste-disposal 
technology has its expert 
detractors who are willing to 
testify. The EPA and the 
IEPA have, at times, en- 
dorsed techniques later 
found to be seriously flawed. 



Hearing boards lend no more 
weight to one expert than 
another; they make 
decisions based on the 
preponderance of the eviden-. 
ce. It is a hard job, because 
every time the board says 
yes, someone has testified 
that they are dead wrong. 
Sometimes they are. 

So why won't current ef- 
forts stop the Waste 
Management proposal? Two 
reasons: 1) they try to 
change rules in the middle of 
the game. A reasonable man 
would not believe that the 
criteria already in existence 
would be toughened in the 
absence of Waste 
Management's specific 
proposal. 2) no reasonable 
alternative is being offered 
to that of Waste 
Management. County 
leaders have been aware of 
the waste disposal problem 
for over a decade - ample 
time to come up with 
reasonable alternatives.

Non-Wage Income Earners Can Benefit From Old W-4 




The Internal Revenue Service is sim- 
plifying the new W-4 tax withholding form in 
response to widespread complaints that it is 
difficult to understand. However, some 
taxpayers, particularly those with sub- 
stantial non-wage income, will benefit from 
filing the complicated W-4 now, rather than 
wailing for the easier one to come out. , 

Filling out the W-4 tells the government 
how many dependents and deductions you 
plan to claim. The information is used to 
determine the a mount of taxes withheld from 
your paycheck. The newer, simpler form is 
scheduled to come out in late April.

Whichever form you use, it docs not have to 
be filled out until Oct. 1. 

However, don't wait until the October 
deadline to fill out your W-4. If it develops 
that you were not paying enough in 
withholding taxes under your old W-4, you 
could end up owing a sizeable amount at the 



end of the year. In this case, the IRS could 
require you to pay the difference plus a nine 
percent penalty. 

The irony of all this is that a properly 
prepared W-4 is generally beneficial to 
employees, tax experts say. It will result in 
the correct amount of tax being withheld 
from your paycheck. You won't underpay the 
IRS, making yourself liable for penalties and 
you won' I overpay. 

"Filing a W-4 that withholds too much 
money is not necessarily a good idea," said 
Virginia M. Johnson, Chicago senior tax 
manager at the national accounting firm of 
Ernst & Whinney. "Although the taxpayer 
ends up with .a large refund, no interest is 
earned on the overpayment." 

The amount of tax withheld from each 
paycheck depends on the number of 
withholding allowances you claim on your W- 
4. If you fail to file the new form, your em- 
ployer must determine the number of 
allowances for you. And, chances are he'll 
give you the bare minimum-one allowance if 
you are single and two if you are married. 
The result: The maximum amount will be 
withheld. 

You can claim one withholding allowance 
for yourself and one for each dependent. You 
can also claim one additional allowance if 
you are single and have only one job or if you 
are married and your spouse either doesn't 
work or makes less than $2,500. 

You can claim as many allowances as you 
can justify. But there's a $500 fine if you 
claim allowances, without a reasonable 
basis. If you claim more than 10, your em- 
ployer must inform the IRS and you may 
have to give an explanation.

allowances, the new W-4 form requires you to 
consider, income that did not, affect your 
withholding before,, including earnings of 
your spouse and non-wage earnings such as 
interest, dividends, rents, business income 
or large capital gains. A lot of extra income 
may reduce the number of allowances you 
can take. But it will do so only if some of your 
allowances are based on deductions. You 
always get to keep allowances based on the 
number of dependents you have. 

Young people who were exempt from 
withholding in past years can no longer 
claim their own personal exemptions if 
parents support them. Another change: 



previously, working students were subject to 
withholding only if their wages exceeded 
$2,540 a year. Now, you start owing 
withholding tax a I $500. 

It is likely that you claimed two 
withholding allowances for the Individual 
Retirement Account contributions you made 
in the past. For 1986, you will be allowed to 
take the same allowances. However, next 
year only a limited number of taxpayers will 
be able to make deductible IRS con- 
tributions.

McElroy has identified 
some common problems. 
She notes that frequently 
there are unrealistic ex- 
pectations. Strangers are 
expected to love each other 
instantly and be one big, 
happy family." . Teenagers 
may feel caught in-between, 
because if they get close to 
the new stepparent, then 
they feel disloyal to their 
biological parent.

I'm working 
on a live Beastie Boys clip 
right now, "Brass 
Monkey." 

In writing to you each 
week I've tried to do more 
than just report on the lat- 
est fads and the where- 
abouts of your favorite 
rock stars. I believe that 
music videos, at their best, 
are as good as or better 
than any other art form.

Music videos won't die. 
They won't even fade out 
or fade away. Some of our 
most popular bands today 
first entered our nearts 
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through our eyes, rather 
than our ears, and that will 
be true of many bands to ,- 
come. Videos are still a 
very powerful force. But 
the video field does have a 
number of problems, and 
here are*- a few of my 
gripes. 

1. Too much repetition. 
Someone gets a good 
Idea, and the next week 
there are five imitations. 

2. Too many bad perfor- 
mance dtps. Bands feel 
comfortable performing 
on a stage, and they want 
their fans to know that 
they can do it. But too of- 
ten what is exciting In per- _ 
son Is boring on tape. 

3. Too much gratuitous 
sex and violence. There 
are other ways to win over 
the audience. 

4. Too little creative 
freedom has been given to t 
video directors. 

5. Too few chances are 
taken on new bands. They 
deserve more support 
from the record compa- 
nies, and that means big- 
ger video budgets. 

6. Too much money- 
grubbing. Record compa- 
nies should remember that 
these clips are promotion. 
There's no reason to 
charge TV stations to air 
them. 

7. Too tittle Involvement 
on the part of the bands in 
their videos. After all, they 
have to live with the image 
that their videos create. 

8. Too little humor In 1 
music videos. 

To those who have paid 
attention, I thank you. 
Keep viewing with a critical 
eye. And have funl

End-of-season cliffhangers 
are getting sillier and sillier

It's silly season again on prime-time television — oth- 
erwise known as end-ol-the-season cliffhanger time on 
nighttime soap operas. Since nighttime soaps became 
popular about seven years ago, fashioning endings so 
cataclysmic that viewers just have to tune in for the first 
episode of the new season has become a tradition. More 
recently, it has become a joke. A few weeks ago, the silli- 
ness reached new heights when Fallon Colby (Emma 
Samms) was abducted by a UFO on ABC's low-rated 
"The Colbys." 

Certainly cliffhangers are as old as soap operas them- 
selves (they've been done daily on daytime radio and TV 
soaps for at least 50 years). But nighttime soaps have so 
mishandled their end-of-season episodes that the origi- 
nal purpose — suspense — has been totally negated. 

Unlike daytime soaps, aired daily, there are usually six 
or more months between a season-ending cliffhanger 
and the first episode of a new season on nighttime 
soaps. During this long period, the secret or solution of- 
ten is leaked to the tabloids or the mainstream press. 

Sometimes the secret doesn't even have to be leaked. 
Since many actors publicly announce they are leaving a 
show after the end of a season, viewers can conclude — 
correctly — that their favorite characters haven't just 
been superficially shot or mildly injured in a disaster. In 
this year's final episode of "Knots Landing," for exam- 
ple, Ben Gibson (Doug Sheehan), the husband of Val 
(Joan Van Ark) will disappear. Is he dead? Come onl 
. Sheehan has already announced he's not coming back, - 
And successive cataclysmic events at the end of 
successive seasons are becoming harder and harder for 
a viewer to believe. The characters of "Falcon Crest" 
have already been through an earthquake and a plane 
crash. And this year, a major multi-car chase will end In a 
plunge into the San Francisco Bay. What's next? A 
plague of locusts descending on the Napa Valley a la 
"The Grapes of Wrath"? 

Survivors of these soap disasters emerge regularly 
with nary a scratchl Blake and Krystle Carrington (John 
Forsythe and Linda Evans) came through "Dynasty" 's 
infamous Moldavian massacre a few seasons back with 
their makeup and shoulder pads perfectly intact. 

Instead of Teflon disasters, how about having a char- 
acter learning from her mistakes and suddenly do some- 
thing dramatic because she has gVown and matured? 

Wouldn't It be great If "Dallas" s Sue Ellen Ewing (Lin- 
da Gray) up and walked out — permanently — on J.R. 
(Larry Hagman), because she finally realizes he's a termi- 
nal jerk?

What sport has been 
growing by leaps and 
bounds in the last few 
years, without the benefit 
of even a hint of television 
exposure? Rowing. 

According to the United 
States Rowing Associa- 
tion, college and club 
competitors have in- 
creased their member- 
ships from 10,000 two 
years ago to more than 
17,000 this year, and the 
USRA claims that more 
than three times that many 
participate regularly. 

Paula Oyer, the associa- 
tion's executive director, 
says the pure amateurism 
of the sport is what draws 
competitors. The pastime, 
unlike track and field; for 
instance, allows no indi- 
vidual commercial tie-ins 
for equipment or clothing. 
"People row because of 
the joy of the sport," she 
says. "Not for the glory. At 
the end of a 2,000-meter 
race, there isn't any 
glory." 

But it wasn't always 
thus. Back In the 19th cen-. 
tury, rowing was marred 
by massive gambling-re- 
lated corruption, which 
helped lead to the estab- 
lishment of the USRA In 
- 1872. Since then it has 
' kept its oars clean. 

Old-timers will recall the 
Poughkeepsle Regatta, a 
collegiate event that 
ranked with the Rose Bowl 
and the Army-Navy game 
among undergraduates 
before World War II. 
Crowds of 50,000 viewing 
the beauty of the synchro- 
nized crews along the 
banks of the Hudson River 
each June were * not 



uncommon. 



But even as golf and 
tennis have fallen for the 
lure of the sponsors' gold, 
so have the pristine 
rowers. 

The San Diego Crew 
Classic, an annual regatta 
that officially opens the 
rowing season and at- 
tracts 2,000 competitors 
from 80 universities and 
rowing clubs, has signed 
an agreement with the 
Miller Brewing Company. 
Miller will put up $100,000 
over the next three years, 
and from now on the re- 
gatta will be known as 
"The San Diego Lowen- 
brau Crew Classic." 

While San Diego is the 
first to bite the big-money 
bullet, other regattas are 
dickering with national 
sponsors, and several 
brewers are interested in 
backing the sport's na- 
tional championships and 
team trials. 

But the association, 
which likes the idea of the 
cash and commercialism, 
is taking a long look at its 
new associations, espe- 
cially with the brewers. Ac- 
cording to Oyer, they don't 
want to forge a link be- 
tween rowing and the alco- 
hol industry. They don't 
want the winning crew 
throwing the coxswain in 
the river sfnging: "This 
Bud's for you." 

What's next for rowing? 
When sponsors show up 
with money in their hot lit- 
tle hands, TV people soon 
show up with cameras In 
their hot little hands. So 
this year's college champi- 
onships at Cincinnati and 
the USRA's champion- 
ships at Indianapolis will 
be carried on cable TV.

"Filming a home movie 
during a wedding ceremony 
tends to be disruptiove 
because it requires ad- 
ditional lighting, and the 
camera itself can be noisy," 
he says. 

Aside from weddings, por- 
table video equipment is per- 
fect for recording everything 



from vacation highlights to 
the kids' little league games. 

But what about cost? True, 
a video camera and VCR are 
more expensive than a 
movie camera and projec- 
tor. But in the long run, 
savings from video can be 
substantial compared to 
movie film. 

A study by the GE Video 
Products Div. estimates that 
six hours of home movie 
film, including processing, 
can run between $1,200 and 
$1,400. And the user must 
find room to store about 120 
cans of 50-foot film. 

One six-hour videotape 
cassette, on the other hand, 
costs an average of only $15 
to $18. And it can be reused 
indefinitely, if desired.
